Rails ond sleevers hidden by 
veasants during the Nationalist regime *-ve been returned aince the 
Communist occnnation. 


a On the Tsinan=Tsingtaco line, steel sleeners have been revlaced by 
worden ties. 


2e Order has been wellemaintained on the railrocds: there are no svecial raileay 
nolice on the trains and conductors are not accormanied by armed guaris. Vere 
few troops vatrol the right-of-way north of the Yangtze, but south of the 
Yangtze ther are heavy guards at stations and along the right-ofeway. 
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
